To-ni«bt, 60. | JohnlWsb, of Sydney, X. R W., 


The death of Christian Purtscher, a 


former Lima boy, which occurred jn 
Detroit at 1 o'clock yesterday aftp 
noon and was mentioned in yesterdays 
THOS-DEMOCBAT, terminated the life 
of one of the most promising of Lima's 
native sons.

scber, the deceased's mother, remained 
a faithful watcher at the bedside of 
her boy until the end came. 


The sorrowing mother and Lutz 


Purtseher, brother of the deceased, and 
wife, arrived here with the lemains 
over the C., H. & D. early this morning 
anil the remains were temoveJ from 
the depot to the family's Lome on east 
Wayne street. The funeral sen-ices 
will be held from the German Kc- 
fVmed Church, on west Wayne street, 
at 130 o'clock to-morrow afternoon. 
Rfv. C. Baum, the pastor, will con- 
duct the services and the remains will 
be interred in Woodlawn cemete>-y. 


Christian Purtscher was 27 years of 


age and -unmarried. He was born in 
Lima and spent his boyhood days here. 
He was educated in the Lima schools 
and began the study of his chosen pro- 


tion, that of pharmacist, in J. P. 


Barley's drug store. After securing a 
certificate he went to Detroit in 1889 
and nearly a year ago, at the corner of 
Gmwold and State streets, in that 
city, he opened a drug store of his own. 
He was a successful business man and 
his future seemed promising.
